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T HIS PUBLICATION supplements - the first printed index of 
pamphlet material. It adds several hundred new titles, lists 
many publishers submitting their materials for the fjrst time, and 
lists the numbers of pamphlets in Bulletin 1937, No. 3, which are no 
longer available. 

The use of Bulletin No. 3 justifies the* conti nued effort in indexing 
pamphlet material on public affairs. Schools and colleges have made 
the greatest use of the index thul far, but forums, and discussion 
groups are beginning to stress reading in connection with discus- 
sion. >Iany discussion groups are being organized which are based 
upon the group reading’of pertinent pamphlets on public questions, f 
This practice has long characterized the work of the Extension Divi- • 
sion of the Department of Agriculture, which has promoted group 
discussion based on pamphlet material. It is hoped that as the di- 
rectors and organizers of forums and discussion groups become 
acquainted with the wide variety of pamphlets on questions of public 
interest, a similar use of pamphlet material will be made in urban 
as well as in rural groups. 

The data on pamphlets were provided by the publishers and the 
brief annotations which are descriptive and not evaluative were based 
upon a reading of the pamphlets submitted by the publishers. The 
publication was organized and compiled by Phyllis D. Mills and 
Marcella Hartshorn.

Thirty Demonstration centers were chosen; 16 in libraries at estab- 
lished public forum centers, and the remaining 14 in libraries selected 
by the Adult Education Division of the American Library Associa-

PAMPHLETS PURCHASED 

There is no way of knowing the number of pamphlets purchased 
as a result of the displays, because a great many people ordered 
single copies direct from the publishers. Typical of the comments 

in the reports on this point are the following: ' » 

Atlanta On. Through experience we have learned that the public who 
visits our forums wish to buy the pamphlets right there and In single 
copies. For this purpose we have ordered from the various publishers a- 
11st of pamphlets to be sent to us on consignment. 

Our workers who are In charge of the meetings arrange the displays and 
attend to the sales of “consignment" pamphlets. The -copies that we 
received on consignment are also placed In the main library • * * these 
are labeled on the -display rack saying that these copies may be acquired 
at the desk. Since we have no quantity orders we think this arrange- 
ment might simplify the ordering and create > Bigger desire to get them. 
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Rochester , N. Y . — Teachers have said that they intended to try a varied ** 
group of san*pl6 pamphlets with rtelr classes but are unwilling' to put in 
a larger order until they have made the experiment. Several have men* 
r tioned that if it were fall they might be interested. The divisions of the 
library have reported an increased demand for pamphlet material. Many 
have been amazed at the amount of timely information to be found in so 
convenient ly form. Such an interest fostered by a continued effort to 
display pamphlets attractively should result in increased orders for the 
publishers.

On 
one occasion an inquiring reporter interviewed “the man on the 
street” and gathered material for a timely article urging the need for 
a wider distribution of literature on current civic and social problems.

Or whether the choice 
before America la democracy, fascism, or communism? Or what Germany 
really wantjf? Or what inflation means to your pocketbook? Or what social- 
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Ized medicine means? Or the relation between church and state In this coun- 
try? They’re all there with points of view as divergent as opposing opinions 
can make them. • * •" 

Officers of organizations and “key people” in the community were 
contacted by personal letters; for instance, the American Medical 
Association was informed about pamphlet material on socialized 
medicine; chambers of commerce were told of special material on 
municipal administration; the attention of history and civics teach- 
ers was drawn to publications dealing with their subjects. Adult 
education groups, school superintendents, labor organizations, Par- 
ent-Teacher Associations, political and civic groups became ac- 
quainted with pamphlets oh educational trends. 

Besides the letters written to various organizations, study groups, 
etc., notices were sent to all the high schools, vocational schools, and 
colleges in the district. 

Nor were the enormous possibilities of radio communication over- 
looked as a means of introducing and arousing an interest in the 
use of pamphlets for purposes of study on current topics. Some- 
times forum leaders devoted part of their radio time to comment 
on the display, and announcements, were made by radio announcers 
at regular intervals. 

Similar announcements were also made at forums, club luncheons, 
P. T.- A. meetings, high schools, colleges, and civic organizations, 
arousing the interest of adult education specialists, club leaders, 
teachers, lecturers, students, labor leaders, and legislators. Bulletins 
and handbills were used in an attractive array of colors, as another 
means of advertising; the bulletins were placed on telephone poles, 
bulletin boards, in downtown stores, etc. ; and the handbills were 
distributed in residential sections or carried home by the school 
children. Show windows of the leading stores were also, utilized, 
and display of pamphlets on particularly pertinent questions were 
arranged, so as to catch the eye of the casual observer. 

ARRANGEMENT OF DISPLAY 

The central public library was made the deposit station for the 
Public Affairs Pamphlets in nearly all of the 30 demonstration cen- 
ters. A convenient room was generally chosen with a view to acces- 
sibility , and special notices were placed in the main entrances and 
other parts of the buildings, drawing attention to the exhibit. 
Librarians or trained pamphleteers were on hand to explain the 
purpose and arrangement of the display, often giving short reviews 
when special interest was shown. The ingenuity and imagination 
that has been used in the various methods of, displaying the pam- 
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phletshas opened the way for interesting future development. The 
following is an excerpt from one report : 

TJie carefully designed and well-oriented pamphlet display that we have 
had on exhibition In a Seminar room of the University Library has com- 
manded a great deal of favorable comment and is especially beneficial to 
'public forum progress. — 

This display has been moved over ogr area to our forum centers. The 
school board loaned a library truck for this purpose. 

The superintendent of buildings and grounds of the 'county school board 
here, designed and had made for us a motor-driven replica of the old mill 
wheel. When posted with pamphlets and publicity and controlled by a stop 
switch. It became a feature display at various public cente^L hotel, and 
moving-picture theater lobbies, and the like. 

The training school for pamphleteers has more than justified the time • 
spent upon it. In that those persons have been highly efficient in their han- 
dling of the public particularly In affording them an Intelligent iusight 
into the nature of the pamphlets themselves. 

Another report states : 

In preparing the collection of pamphlets for display in the library, they 
were first grouped by broad subjects * * * the subject was written 

on each pamphlet A color scheme of orange was chosen for posters and 
cover bindings and a large library magazine rack brought in for holding 
the pamphlets. Several pamphlets of the same subject were laced together 
with small cord using the half binding or orange poster cardboard. This 
keeps the pamphlets In order, brings together several of ohe subject and 
leaves the original pamphlet cover design to give variety to the appearance 
of the whole collection. Several pamphlets were not in binders but left on 
the table near the rack with the collection of small books. 

• • * a library binding company bound the series of Town Meeting 

of the Air in one Volume gratis as an example of another way of caring 
for a pamphlet series. 


An exhibit of pamphlets selected from one display was shown at 
an all-day meeting of the State Committee of Arkansas Women s ^ 
Division of the National Democratic Party with 175 women present. 

A similar display was taken to the annual meeting of .the Little 
Rock Council of Parent-Teachers. One of the forum staff made a 
brief talk regarding the purpose*of the display and the exhibit at 
the library. 

The Minneapolis Public Forum conducted the pamphlet display at th$ 
St. Paul Public Library from June 21 to July 3. From St. Paul the exhibit 
went to the library of the University of Minnesota for the benefit of 
students attending the summer session • • •. 

The Forum Project at Waco, Tex., exhibited the pamphlet display 
at the j&ate convention of the Texas Sta 'Abrary Association.

The Portland Public Forum showed the entire exhibit at the meet- 
ing of Inland Empire Adult Education Association in Spokane, 
Wash. Part of the exhibit from the Cleveland Public Library wa9 
sent to the Great Lakes Exposition during the summer; Lansdowne, 
Pa., sent its exhibit to ihe American Association for Adult Educa- 
tion at Skytop Lodge, Pa. ; and Los Angeles Public Library sent its 
display to Yosemite for the annual meeting of the California Library 
Association. 

Special exhibits of the pamphlet display have been made at State 
and district annual teachers conventions; civic, social, and business 
organizations; high schools, colleges, and libraries. 

WHAT EFFECT ON THE COMMUNITY 

Has the public in these places become “pamphlet conscious” as p 
result of this experiment? The enthusiastic response, especially in 
those centers which conducted promotional campaigns, lead us to 
believe there has been an advance in that direction. 

A short newspaper notice coming from Cleveland indicates the 
growing interest in pamphlet material by the general public. 

In displaying Public Affairs Pamphlets the Cleveland Public Library has 
proved the interest of the public in today's social, political, and economic 
problems. The display which opened a little over a month ago is esti- 
mated to have attracted a thousand visitors. Not only have representa- 
tives of forumB, adult education groups, libraries, clubs, and civic organi- 
sations called to make Inquiries, but neighborhood leaders as well, who are 
primarily Interested in the solution of social and cultural problems thdt 
apply to their own particular community. 

The subject range is all inclusive as the visiting list has testified. The 
visitors include Industrial research engineers, heads of advertising agencies, 
credit men, bankers, purchasing agents, teachers, social workers, newspaper 
editors, lecturers, ministers, and even individuals seeking definite Informa- 
tion • • •. 

The Houston Public Library reports : 

A growing Pamphlet conscious public, especially among the student groups 
and youth, is marked evidence of the good already accomplished. That 
the exhibit was organized during the spring months at a time when dubs, 
organizations, schools, etc., are disbanding for the summer was a drawback. 

Announcements and talks before dubs and study groups brought a general 

'response; but most of the organisations have a season schedule which had 
m already bean prepared. It is possible that some of them will make use of 
the distrifftlon' service in preparing their programs for the fall season. 

And another report says, u * • • fall seems to be the logical 
season for ordering for winter programs,” But in spite of these un- 
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favorable circumstances requests from organizations throughout the 
surrounding territory, came in asking for displays on particular sub- 
jects. For instance, in Portland, Oreg., the display was shown dur- 
ing the month of May in six different towns, sometimes at m6re than 
one center, in a town. 

, The enthusiastic response of high-school and college students has 
been shown in their immediate interest in pamphlets and supplemen- 
tary stud^r material. 

The.Ifortland Public Forum reports: 

At the various high schools in Portland the principals asked each teacher 
to ahfcounee the display to the classes and also to make a list of pamphlets 
which would be valuable in school work. Three principals have assured us 
that they expect to place orders for pamphlets during the summer monthB. 
The most interesting student cooperation was demonstrated at Commerce 
High School. The teachers selected a number of students, asked them to 
read pamphlets, and to make a selection of the ones they would like to use 
in class work next year. 

Throughout the country there is a growing tendency to make use 
of pamphlet material in the schools, especially in social science and 
civics classes. 

A CLEARING-HOUSE PLAN TO FACILITATE PAMPHLET 

ORDERING 

“Must I write a dozen letters and a dozen checks in order to get a 
selection of pamphlet materials listed by various publishers?” 

“Isn’t it possible for me to get all the pamphlets on the subjects 
in which I or my group is interested by making ori^ order and mail- 
ing it with a check to one address?” 

These questions have been asked by scores of people who have tried 
to make a practical use of the Public Affairs Pamphlets index. Many 
people have sent lists of from 10 to 100 different pamphlets pub- 
lished by as many as 50 or 60 publishers or organizations to the 
Office of Education accompanied by checks based on the prices given 
with the expectation that they might shortly receive their selection of 
pamphlet material for use in a discussion group* or classroom. These 
orders and checks have had to be returned. 

The Office of Education does not stock the pamphlets listed in this 
index or in Bulletin 1937 , No. 3. 

The Office of Education cannot fill orders for pamphlets listed in 
the Public Affairs Pamphlets Index. +

JURPOSE OF EXPERIMENT 

By associating as many publishers and organizations distributing 
pamphlets as have indicated their desire to cooperate with the Public 
Affairs Committee, a nonprofit" organization with the aim of pro- 
• moting the effective use of inexpensive literature on public affairs, 
expects to accumulate a body of experience in dealing with the prob- 
lems of distribution of this type of material. If it is demonstrated 
that £his clearing-house arrangement is effective in increasing the 
use of available pamphlet material, a permanent and expanded 
pamphlet distribution service may result. Other publishers and or- 
ganizations in the field of pamphlets and inexpensive books will no 
deubt join in the cooperative distribution plan. The purchasers will 
then be able to make a wide selection of pamphlets and inexpensive 
books, produced by many publishers and organizations by address- 
ing their orders and their checks , to a clearing house.
